Washington, D. C., March 1.—[Spe- 
cial.J—The United States Steel corpora- 
tion won legal sanction in the United 
States Supreme court today. 

By a vote of 4 to 3 the court held that 
the corporation is not an illegal combtl- 
nation under the terms of the Sherman 
antitrust law. 

The justices the majority. 
opinion in favor of the corporation 
were Chief Justice White and Associ- 
ate Justices McKenna, Holmes, and 
Van Devanter. 

The justices supporting the minority 


opinion in favor of dissolution of the 


corporation as an unlawful monopoly, 


were Associate Justices Day, Pitney, 
and Clarke. 


Minority Opinion Condemns. 
The minority opinion sizzled with 
condemnation of the corporation as a 
trust and of the majority opinion as a 
virtual nullification of the Sherman 


act. 
Associate Justices Brandeis and Mc- 
Reynolds did not participate in the de- 
cision, deeming themselves disquali- 


fied from giving impartial judgment by

# courts. Mr. Brandeis appeared be- 
fore a senate investigating committee 
in 1911, and denounced the steel cor- 
poration as an illegal trust. 


Can Institute Suit Again.

“without prejudice,” thus leaving the 
Way open for the reinstitution of dis- 
solution proceedings if the government 
should find evidence warranting such 
agtion. 

There was much speculation tonight 
on the effect of the decision on future 
tegdlation of big business. There are 
several important anti-trust suits 
pending in the Supreme court. One 
of them is the American Sugar Refin- 
ing company case, the hearing of which 
Was postponed until decisions should be 
‘Teturned in the steel trust and har- 
Vester trust cases. A reversal of the 
attitude of the court in the sugar and 
Other trust cases would not be sur- 
Driging. 

Ends Leng Litigation. 

The decision today ended one of the 
longest litigations in the federal 


courts, The suit was instituted in 1911 


during the Taft administration and has 
been pending in the Supreme court for 
several years.

HALT TRIAL 
LOOP ROBBERS 
ACCUSE SLEUTH 


New Tale of $30,000 
Case Questioned. 


Preparations for the trial of George 
and Meyer Cohn for participation in 
the daring daylight . holdup of the 
Klein Loan bank, 122 West Madison 
street, on Dec. 8, were dramatically 
halted in Judge Ahton Ueman's court 
yesterday afternoon when attorneys 
‘for the defendants presented a long 
Statement made by the prisoners in 
their cells at the county jail. 

In this statement the two Cohns, 
who are not related, not only made a 
flat confession of their part in 
the $30,000 robbery, giving details of 
all incidents which occurred before 
and after the crime was committed, 
but accused Jay Abrams, house detec- 
tive at the Hotel La Salle, with hav- 
ing been the man who planned the 
theft. 

Abrams Not to Be Arrested. 

Assistant State’s Attorney John M. 
Lowery announced that the grand jury 
would investigate the confession to- 
morrow. Meanwhile Abrams will not 
be arrested, if he is arrested at all. 

“The confession should be regarded 
with caution,” Mr. Lowery said: “ The 
men who make it are facing the peni- 
\tentiary. It is natural they should 
gating the offense. But the matter 
| tigation.” 

Mr. Abrams attributed the charges 
the feud between the Hotel La 
Salle’s taxicab chauffeurs and those 
of the Yellow Cab company. ‘He de- 
nied any part in the gem robbery. 
Sam Klein, one of the partners in 
the loan bank, who was in the store 
at the time of the holdup, also brand- 
ed the Cohns’ statement as false. 

Confession Implicates Others. 
The confession implicates. Isadore 
Goldberg, now at liberty on $100,000 
bonds, as the active leader in the 
robbery, and Ben Lieberman, 1333 
West Roosevelt road, as an accom- 
plice. Lieberman recently jumped his 
bonds of $100,000 und is now a fugitive. 
Goldberg some weeks ago gave a 
statement to the state’s attorney’s of- 
fice along the same lines as that now 
made by the Cohns. The case at that 
time was badly mixed up in the taxi- 
cab warfare and no action was taken. 
Four jurors had been selected when 
Attorney Joseph R. W. Cooper, repre- 
senting George Cohn, and Attorney 
Robert L. Cohan, counsel for Meyer 
Cohn, stepped forward and handed the 
statement to Judge Zeman. A plea of 
not guilty had been made by the de- 
fendants. Judge Zeman instantly dis. 
missed the veniremen, adjourned court, 
and repaired to his chambers, whither 
he summoned the assistant state's at- 
torney. 

Repeat Confession to Judge. 

The statement was made by George 
Cohn and subscribed to by Meyer 
Cohn. Both were summoned to: the 
judge’s chambers and another confes- 
sion was taken down by a stenogra- 
pher in the presence of the judge and 
the assistant state’s attorney. 
According to the Cohns, the crime 
was engineered by Goldberg under the 
direction of Abrams, who “claimed to 
hold 10,000 shares in the Kiein Loan 
bank and wanted it robbed so he could 
get his money out.” Goldberg, they 
declared, was given a guarantee of 
$6,000, which was to be divided $2,000 
to Goldberg and $1,000 each to the 
Cohns and Lieberman. 

Blames Goldberg for Fall. 

George Cohn said he whhad been work- 
ing for the Worthington Pump com- 
pany at Cudahy, Wis., and came here 
about Thanksgiving time. He had 
planned to return to his job, he said, 
when Goldberg, who was night super- 
intendent of the Hotel La Salle taxi- 
cab service, persuaded him to stay in 
Chicago and take part in the holdup. 

“ Goldberg told me that Abrams had 
everything fixed,” said Cohn. “ He said 
we would be given protection. He said 
the haul ought to be a good one, as| 
there were lots of diamonds in the 
Klein place for the Christmas trade.

As 
the menace of Germany increased and 
(great Britain made friends with her 
former enemies, France and Russia, 
she changed many of her former pol- 
icies to suit the new conditions. Part 
of the price paid Russia was the vir- 
tual absorption of the former buffer 
state of Persia by Russia in the north 
and Great Britain in the south with a 
nominal neutral zone in between. Dur- 
ing this war, the campaigns in Meso- 


_potamia and Palestine, which contrib- 


uted so largely to the downfall of the 
Turkish empire, brought the Turkish 
frentier-in Asia to the borders of: Ar- 
menia and Transcaucasia. A recent 
treaty with Persia virtually puts that 
country under British control. If Meso- 
potamia was to be held by the British, 
Persia had to come under their con- 
trol, not only because it is between 
India and Mesopotamia, but also be- 
cause, from the Persian gulf to Trans- 
caucasia, it is on theg@lank of Meso- 
potamia.

In the treaty with Persia Great Brit- 
ain promises sufficient financial and 
military aid to put the country in 
order, to open up communcations 
throughoyt, and to organize an. army. 
Up to the present the Persian cabinet 
has not succeeded in getting this 
treaty approved either by public opin- 
ion or by a regularly elected parlia- 
ment. In fact, the whole transaction 
has caused a good deal of discontent 
in many parts of Persia.

POOLE SEEKS CUT 
OF OVER 1 CENT 
AQUART ON MILK 


Hints Dealers Poke 
Too Big a Margin. 


Announcing that the 1 cent a quart 
drop in the price of milk is “anything 
but fair,” Russell J. Poole, city food 
director, began an investigation of re- 
tail milk prices yesterday. 

Officials of two of the largest milk 
distributors were called to the food di- 
rector’s office and more have beer. re- 


quested to appear today and tell why 
the reduction of 70 cents in the whole- 
sale price of milk has not resulted in 
a drop of 2 cents a quart and 1\% cents 
a pint to the consumer. 

“In January and February milk 
dealers were paying the producer $3.60 
a hundred for milk,” a statement is- 
sued by Mr. Poole says. ‘ Today they 
are paying $2.90, or a drop of 70 cents. 

“ Judging by the difference in the 
prices paid to the producer, this is any- 
thing but a fair decline to the con- 
sumer., At any rate, it should be al- 
lowed on a pint as well as on a quart. 
Since milk prices have been raised so 
high poor people are buying more 
pints than quarts. 

“Owing to the decrease in canned 
milk exports, milk which was being ex- 
ported is. now applied to the making of 
cheese, butter, and other products, 
Cheese has steadily declined in price 
dnd will continue back to a normal 
market. Canned milk has dropped 
from $7.10 to $5.75 a case. 

“But butter prices have not® de- 
clined, though we have more than 
6,000,000 more pounds of butter in 
storage today than we had a year ago. 

“These facts show that milk and 
butter prices should take a noticeable 
drop now, and this office is investigat- 
ing to find out why they are being 
earch, according to Mr. Poole, the 
change from dry feed to silo feed 
should result in a big increase in milk 
production, and in April and May the 
change to grass feed will mean even 
greater production and should result | 
in a proportionate price drop.

He answered on Jan. 7 that it “ was 
a matter of regret that the husbands of 
the women you mention in your com- 
munication were deported on that 
steamer,” as he had issued an order 
that no married men should be sent 
aboard the Buford, but “through some 
oversight it did not reach New York.” 

Further along in the letter the ques- 
tion of transportation was mentioned. 
Miss Todd and others interpreted it to 
mean if passage money was raised the 
women would be sent to join their 
husbands. The money was raised 
within a week by popular subscription. 
Miss Todd then went to visit Secretary 
Wilson at Washington. 


Bar Passports to Russia. 

She waited two days, but did not see 
him. Finally she was referred to his 
secretary, who referred her to Attor- 
ney General Palmer, who ref.rred her

Medieval theologians have been ridi-/ 
culed because they debated how many 
angels could stand on the head of a 
pin. 

Sir Oliver Lodge gave science’s an- 
swer to an even finer problem last 
night at Orchestra hall in his lecture 
on “ The Structure of the Atom.” 

Science has divided the “ indivisible ” 
ator: Into its constituent parts, which 
are numerous electrons 
about in ether, he said. If Orchestra 
hall were an atom, an electron would 
be represented by the small chalk dot 
he put on the blackboard. 


The highest possible number of an- 
gels dancing on the smooth head of a 
pin, as estimated by the theologian 
of the middle ages, was as nothing 
compared with the numbers of atoms 
in the same space. 


Pictures Wars of Future. 


“The last few decades have seen 
wonderful advances in science,” said 
Sir Oliver. “ Witness wireless teleg- 
raphy and wireless telephony. The 


ful. 

“We may well fear future wars if 
the terrible secret of how to utilize 
the energy contained in the atoms 
falls into the hands of an uncivilized 
power. Not only human life, but the 
whole planet could be destroyed. 

“Radium is merely the expulsion of 
electrons from highly ‘charged’ 
atoms. They are discharged with suf- 
ficient force to carry them from Chi- 
cago to London in a quarter of a sec- 
ond—a little bit slower than light. 
This power is dormant in each atom. 

“An atom is a tiny solar system, 
a ‘sun’ electron with several positive 
electrons revolving around it. Some 
speculate that they may be inhabited! 


“We Continue as Ether.” 


The conclusion of the whole ques- 
tion is that the substance we call 
matter really is a form of electrical 
energy, a sort of filmy substance, a 
milky way. Most of the hardest solid 
is empty space or ether. 

“TI believe that at death the sub-, 
stance stays here and the ether part 
of us continues.” 

Sir Oliver gave credit to Prof. Robert 
A. Millikan of the University of Chi- 
cago for discovering the method of 
studying the action and nature of the 
electron. Discovery of the electron 
itself in 1881 meant little until the 
study of radium gave the clew, he 


said.
